ACCORDING TO BRITISH, SOUTH AFRICAN PERMREP BOTHS INFORMED THE

GA ITEM ON "150TH ANNIVERSARY OF AMPHICTYONIC 
CONGRESS OF PANAMA" - 

INCLUSION OF NEW ITEM IN 31ST GA AGENDA ENTITLED "150TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE AMPHICTYONIC CONGRESS OF PANAMA" WAS 
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REQUESTED ON BEHALF OF THE LATIN AMERICAN GROUP BY THE 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, AS JULY LA GROUP CHAIRMAN (A/31/142). THE 
EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM STATES THAT IN COMMEMORATING THE 150TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE PANAMA MEETING, THE LA GROUP WANTS TO PAY 
TRIBUTE TO SIMON BOLIVAR AND TO RECALL HIS UNIVERSALIST IDEAS, 
WHICH ARE EMODIED IN THE UN, INCLUDING: SOVEREIGN EQUALITY OF 
STATES, PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES WHICH ENDANGER THE 
MAINTENANCE OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, RESPECT FOR THE 
DIGNITY AND WORTH OF THE HUMAN PERSON. THE MEMO STATES THAT THE 
LA GROUP WILL TRANSMIT DOCUMENTS AND RELEVANT DRAFT 
RESOLUTION LATER. (USUN 2978) 

COMMITTEE ON RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE - 

THE COMMITTEE DECIDED JULY 21 TO SUBMIT TO THE 31ST GA THE 
REPORT IT HAD PREPARED FOR THE SECURITY COUNCIL, WHICH CONTAINS 
RECOMMENDATIONS ON SUCH MATTERS AS A TIME-TABLE FOR ISRAELI 
WITHDRAWAL FROM THE OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES BY JUNE 1, 

1977 AND A TWO-STAGE PLAN FOR RETURN OF THE PALESTINIANS TO 
THEIR HOMES. THE COMMITTEE ALSO DECIDED: TO TRANSMIT THE REPORT 
TO THE CONFERENCE OF NONALIGNED COUNTRIES IN SRI LANKA; TO 
HAVE ITS DRAFTING GROUP, UNDER CHAIRMANSHIP OF FALL (SENEGAL) 
WORK BETWEEN NOW AND THE START OF THE GA TO URGE DELEGATIONS TO 
SUPPORT THE REPORT WHEN IT IS CONSIDERED BY THE GA; TO HOLD ONE 
OR TWO MORE MEETINGS BEFORE THE START OF THE NEXT GA IN ORDER 
TO DISCUSS STRATEGY FOR THE ASSEMBLY'S DEBATE; AND TO DISCUSS 
THE SC'S ACTION ON THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT "AFTER 2 NOVEMBER." 

IN BRIEF DISCUSSION, THE REPRESENTATIVES OF PAKISTAN, GDR AND 
CUBA AND OBSERVERS OF PLO AND ARAB LEAGUE EXPRESSED SATISFACTION 
AT THE "OVERWHELMING SUPPORT 1 ' EXPRESSED FOR THE COMMITTEE'S 
RECOMMENDATIONS DURING THE JUNE SC DEBATE. CHAIRMAN FALL, 
SUGGESTING THAT THE COMMITTEE SUBMIT TO THE GA THE REPORT IT 
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HAD ALREADY PREPARED FOR THE SC, SAID THAT THE FEW 
RESERVATIONS EXPRESSED IN THE COUNCIL ABOUT THE REPORT HAD BEEN 
OF A GENERAL NATURE AND HE FELT THAT A REVISION OF THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS WAS UNNECESSARY. (REPEATED INFO AMMAN, CAIRO, 
DAMASCUS, JIDDA, TEL AVIV, JERUSALEM) 

COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF YUGOSLAVIA, FIJI AND THE CONGO ASKED 
QUESTIONS CONCERNING GUAM IN THE SUBCOMMITTEE'S JULY 21 
MEETING, AND THE U.S. (OECHSLIN) SAID THE USG WOULD REPLY WHEN IT 
PRESENTED ITS CLOSING STATEMENT. MARMULAKU (YUGOSLAVIA) 

ASKED FOR MORE INFORMATION ABOUT GUAM'S FUTURE STATUS THAN 
APPEARED IN THE SECRETARIAT S WORKING PAPER AND FOR MORE 
INFORMATION ON THE CRITICISM OF REPRESENTATIVE WON PAT FOR 
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INTRODUCING LEGISLATION IN THE U.S. HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
TO ESTABLISH A CONSTITUTION FOR GUAM WITHOUT CONSULTING THE 
GUAM POLITICAL STATUS COMMISSION. ANY CONSTITUTION, MARMULAKU 
STATED, HAD TO EXPRESS THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE AND HAD TO BE 
PREPARED BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PEOPLE. NAIR (FIJI) 

ASKED IF THE PROPOSED REFERENDUM ON FUTURE RELATIONSHIP WITH THE 
U.S. WOULD TAKE PLACE IN SEPTEMBER AS SCHEDULED IN VIEW OF THE 
RAVAGES OF THE TYPHOON AND ALSO BECAUSE OF THE STATUS OF THE 
POLITICAL STATUS COMMISSION. AMPAT (CONGO), NOTING THAT 
ALTHOUGH GUAMANIANS WERE U.S. CITIZENS THEY WERE NOT ELIGIBLE 
WHILE RESIDENT IN GUAM TO VOTE IN NATIONAL ELECTIONS, 

ASKED WHAT THOSE PEOPLE WOULD HAVE TO DO IN ORDER TO 
PARTICIPATE.
